BRUTAL WORK. 
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ENGLISH MEMBERS OF PARLIAMENT 
CLUBBED AND DRAGGED TO PRISON. 


The Proclaimed Meeting at Woodford, Ire- 
land, Broken Up by the Police—Sir Wil- 
fred S. Blunt, M. P., Arrested—Thou- 
sands of Children Starving in Vierna— 
Investigating the Opera Comique Fire— 
The Austrian Sugar Bounties—Foreign 
News. - 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, October 244.—The meeting announced 
for yesterday at Woodford, under the auspices 
of Englishmen, was proclaimed, but assem- 
bled nevertheless. Mr. Wilfred S. Blunt, a 
distinguished Englishman, presided, and on 
the platform were Lady Anna Blunt and other 
English ladies, with Mr. Rowland, M. P., Mrs. 
and a number of clergymen. Mr. 
Blunt was warned by Divisional Magistrate 
Byrne that the meeting would be dis- 
persed, but Mr. Blunt replied that he 
would assert his right as an English- 
man and throw the responsibility on 
Byrne for anything that should occur. When 
the meeting began the police mounted the 
platform, using their batons on the people 
freely. Mr. Blunt was taken by the throatand 
hurled from the platform with Lady Biunt, 
who supported her husband, who lay in 4 
fainting condition. Mr. Rowland, M. P., and 
Mrs. Kowland were also assaulted. Thepolice 
used their batons Ina savage manner and the 
clergymen were unable to calm the violence of 
the scene. Divisional Magistrate Byrne was 
extremely active and ultimately declared that 
Mr. Wilfred Blunt was a prisoner. Mr. Blunt, 
amid tremendous excitement, was 

MARCHED OFF IN CUSTODY 

and lodged in the constabulary barracks, 
whither he was accompanied by Lady Blunt, 
who remained with him, Subsequently, the 
police acted in a very violent manner to the 
people in the streets and a number were 
seriously assaulted. Rev. Mr. Fagan, an En- 
glish clergyman, received very rough treat- 
ment on the platform at the bands of the 
police. Later on a meeting was held and 
speeches were delivered. 

On Saturday evening A. Sutherland, M. P.° 
A. L. Brown, M. P.; Y. Gilbert Bath, M. P.; 
and others, being a delegation from the Home 
Rule Union of Great Britain, arrived in Dublin 
from Scotland. They were received 
at the terminus by the Lord Mayor 
and other Irish members, and  ~pro- 
ceeded in curriages, preceded by 
bands and accompanied by an immense crowd 
to the Imperial Hotel in O'Connell's, where 
they were warmly greeted und presented with 
addresses from the balcony of the hotel. Lord 
Mayor Sullivan addressed an audience of sev- 
eral thousand persons. He spoke warmly of 
the enthusiastic way in which Scotland bad 
taken up the Irish cause and bespoke for the 
delegation a hearty Irish welcome. Messrs. 
Bath and Sutherland alsospoke. They were 
followed by T. Sexton, M. P., in a rousing 
speech. The air was thick yesterday with re- 
ports of a contemplated seizure of United Ire- 
land by the Government, but nothing has been 
done so far by them. 

BLUNT’S ARREST. 

DUBLIN, October 23.—The news of the ar- 
rest of Sir Wilfred Blunt created the greatest 
excitement in this city. A feeling of intense 
gratification prevails among the Nationalists. 
Mr. Harrington last night expressed himself 
that be did not believe Mr. Blunt would be 
detained or prosecuted, but added it will 
do good, and ue should not wonder if people 


would hear more of it.’’ Mr. William 
O’Brien was paying a visit to Mr. 
Dillon when the news of Mr. 
Blunt’s arrest arrived. Both gentlemen 


expressed great concern for the personal in-j 
convenience to which Mr. Blunt would be 

subjected, but could not conceal their gratifi- 

cation at the turn events had taken. The in- 

terest was intensified when it became known 

that the telegraph wires between Portuma and 

Woodford had been cut and the service sus- 

pended for several hours. The greatest 

activity prevalled at Dublin Castle, commuanl- 

cations being constantly sent and received. 

Sir Wilfred Blunt’s letter to Magistrate 
Byrne guaranteed moderate language on the 
part ofthe speakers. Hewarned the magis- 
trate that he would hold him responsible if he 
attacked an unarmed orderly meeting. Over 
thirty persons were more or less seriously in- 
jured at Woodford. The feeling against the 
police runs very high. Itis stated that in 
many instances they had recourse to unnec- 
essary brutality. 

COMMENTS OF THE LONDON PRESS. 

LONDON, October %.—The Standard says Sir 
Wilfred Blunt has unintentionally done good 
service for the Government by showing En- 
glish fomenters of disturbances In Ireland that 
they are to be treated exactly the same as nat- 
ive agitators. Says the Standard: ‘‘We are 
bound toadmit tbat but for the most oppor- 
tune challenge he would have escaped scot 
free. The police merely stopped the meet- 
ing.’’ The Daily News sayaq ‘‘The conduct 
of the Government was absolutely lawless, 
the meeting at Woudford having been called 
by the English Home Rule Association.’’ 

THE THUNDERER’S GROWL. 

The Times expresses the hope that Sir Wil- 
fred Blunt, who was arrested in Woodford, 
County Galway, Ireland, yesterday, will be 
treated as one of the publicans, or ‘‘G. O. M. 
beer men,’’ who usually do the work of the 
National League.

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APPALLING DISCLOSURES. 


Thousands of Children Starving in Vienna— 
Relief Measures. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
VIENNA, October %4.—Inquiry recently instl- 
tuted into the condition of the Vienna poor at- 
tending the elementary schools resulted in 
appalling disclosures. Upward of 4,000 chil- 
dren were suffering the pangs of hunger, some 
of them being on the verge of starvation. A 
Jong list of heart-rending cases came to light, 
and no doubt was left that not a few of the un- 
fortunate ifttle ones had died of inattention. 
Their emaciated appearance amply testi- 
fied to the veracity of the statement 
L persuasively extracted from them, 
which revealed a condition of hopeless 
destitution unprecedented in the bistory of the 
Capital. This intelligence heralded abroad 
through the locai press, at once made the 
starving school children the idols of the bour. 
The childcen when cross-examined by a relief 
committee corroborated the evidence already 
taken. It transpired that their principal food 
consisted of dry bread and a little weak soup 
or coffee. Itis quite true that some of them 
affirmed that they were given habitually a 
giase of spirits to estifie the cravings of their 
appetite, and to keep out the cold. One boy 
positively stated that his father wasa good 
man,and that when be could not give bim any-

THE SUGAR BOUNTY BILL. 

VIENNA, October 4.—The new sugar bounty 
bill provides for an import duty of J) florins 
per hundred kilos, and an export 
bounty of lle florins per hundred 
kilos for sugar showing a polarization of 9 to 
98 percent;of one florin and sixty kreuzers 
for sugar polarizing below 2, #$~>per 
cent and between 9% and % per cent, 
and of two florins and thirty kreutzers 
for sugar of «a minimum  polariza- 
tion of 9% percent. The bill directs that the 
registration of the stock of sugar in the coun- 
try shall be effected within three days from the 
Ist of August, 1888, when the bill will becomea 
law.

The President of the Defunct Columbian 
Bank Skips Ounat. 


PHILADELPHIA, October 24.—It is stated that 
Charles L. Phillips, president of the defanct 
Columbian Bank, has left the country, having 
sailed for Havre, France, on Compagnie Gen- 
erale Trans-Atlantique’s steamer La Com- 
pagnie from New York at 9 o'clock Satur- 


day morning. His departure was sudden and 4 
known to ®ut very few, and the belief is gen- 9 
eral that he leit the country to escape crim- F 
inal prosecution for the part he took in the 
mismanagement of the broken bank. The 
Columbian Bank, which also had a saving fund 
branch in Germantown closed ite doors on > 
July 30 and made ap assignment in favor of its 
creditors. The liabilities were claimed by the 
officers to have been between $200,000 and 
$500 ,000 and the assets more than double that 
amount. The appraisers, after about eight 
week's work, found that the assets consisted 
principally of worthless stocks and mereban- 
dise in warehouses on which advances had 
been made,in some cases equal tothe full 
value of the goods, and notes made and in- 
dorsed by Phillips and his associates. The | 
savings fund depositors were mostiy working 
people who had deposited the savings of 
with Phillips and bis associates, amounting to 
about $80,000. Several meetings of dep: 
were beid and a counsel had been retained. 

The Chairman of the Depositors’ Associa- 


tion, which was formed at one of 
the meetings when informed tiast 
of President Phillips’ flight, ad: 


‘*We have been doing all we could to find eyi- 
dence that would warrant his arrest on @ 
criminal charge, and were just getting 
ters in good shape. We wanted to be sure of 
baving evidence enough to ec nvict him and 
send him to prison before we made any 
inthe matter. He has, no doubt, heard 
what was being done, and taken time by the 
forelock and got out of danger.’’

RIVER TRANSFER, 


Business of the Fall Season—Coal Switching 
~The Ferry Company’s Railroad, 


That the city's fall business has been won- 
derfully zood is evidenced by the fact that the 
bridge and the Wiggins Ferry Company still 
have all the business they can handle, and 
even more than they can bandle expeditiously. 
It is a singular fact that. during a week like 
that of thc Grand Army Encampment or of the 
st. Louis Fair the freight business is not much 


henvier than it is during the regular rush of 
fulltrade. This is attributable to the fact that 
regular commerce is in a measure suspended 
during the testivities, and at their conclusion 
increase of regular business which has 
been accumulating about equals the os 
business which has been handled. The bridge 
usually finds tiself pretty weil blocked 
by passenuer trade during the sea- 
son of festivities, and the buik of 
the freight traffic goes to the ferry for the 
time. This year the freight business was 
heavy, but the increase was no grenter than in 
vears past. The increase of river transporta- 
tion euch year is from7to 10 percent. It has 
not been more than 10 per cent this year.

REORGANIZING MISSOURI. 


A Plan Submitted*to the Knights of Labor 
Convention at Minneapolis. 


There was one matter under discussion at 


the meeting of the General Assembly, Knights | 


of Labor, in Minneapolis, which, though itis 
of great interest to the Knights in Missouri, 

hus pot been published. The organization of 
the order In this State has violated the theory 
of the order flagrantly. It was originally 


intended that there should be local organiza- 
tions standing In the same relation to the 
‘general government as counties or munici- 
alities. These were to have representation in 
n District Assemblies, and the districts would 
pend representatives to a State As- 
sembly, from which delegates would go to the 
General Assembly. In Missourithere is a State 
Assembly, but it is organized As 
district, and its delegates to the General 
Assembly are selected on the same basis as in 
Other districts. Itis composed of locals, and 
has its headquarters im St. Louls. ‘There isin 
St. Louis another district organization known 
as District No. 17, to which all the locals in 
the citv, with a ‘few exceptions, are joined. 
‘District 145 controls Southwest Missouri; St. 
Joseph and Kansas City each have Dis- 
trict Assemblies, aud a mumber o 
locals throuzhout the State are attached to 
the General Assembly directly without the in- 
tervention of. adistrict. This heterogeneous 
organization has been the cause of numberless 
quarrels, and in St. Louis has been the basis 
of many disputes between the State Assembly 
and District 17—each claiming superior juris- 
‘diction. The history of these violations of the 
order’s theory goes back buta short time 
Before the big strike onthe Gould Southwest 
system,Digtrict Assembly coutrolled ail the 
ae on that system, and had headquarters 
t Sedalia. Prior to that strike the member- 
Ste of the order increased very rapidly, and 
the organizers had their hands full in getting 
locals on their feet, Frequently they found 
“when locals were organized they objected to 
being attached to the district to which they 
should naturally go. To avoid trouble they 
were connected with the General Assembly or 
other districts. Afterthe strikes the organi- 
tion of District 101 and later District 93 were 
roken, and the locals were distributed, some 
to other districts and some to the General As- 
sembly. 
It was proposed at Minneapolis to revise 
the State, organize District Assemblies with 
membership limited to the lines of existing 
Congressional! Districts, and having repre- 
-pontation In a State Assembly, the member- 
ship of which should consist exclusively of 
representatives from districts. As the Gen- 
eral Assembly could not pass a lawapplying 
to .Missouri alone, the proposed change 
was referred to the Executive Board, which 
bas the power to authorize the reorganization 
if it wishestodo so. The Board is favorable 
to the plan, and loca! officials of the order feel 
‘pure it will be adopted and enforced shortly.

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GREAT DAMAGE TO SHIPPING BY STORMS 
ON THE LAKES. 


Two Schooners Wrecked Near Marquette, 
Mich.—The Zach Chandler Goes to Pieces 
on the Beach Near Noble—Peril of the 
Training Ship Portsamouth—A Crew 
Lashed to the Rigging All Night—Four 
Men Killed in a Boiler Explosion— 
Casualties. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., October 2%.—A storm, 
almost the exact parallel in intensity and di- 
rection of wind and amount of snowfall of 
that which caused such havoc here on Novem- 
ber 17, last year, set in at daylight yesterday. 
The wind blew from the northeast to the north 
forty-five miles an hour all day, while a blind- 
ing snow storm raged, making the gale doubly 
dangerous for vessels. The captain and crew 
of the schooner George Sherman have reached 
the city and reported the Sherman a 
total wreck. on Shot Point, about ten 
miles from Marquette. The Alva Bradley 
struck at about the same place a little before 
(the Sherman, and Capt. Gifford thinks her 
crew escaped. The Sherman left the Sault at 
7 a. m,. Saturday, and was struck by the 
storm this side of White Fish Point, com- 
mencing at 7 o’clock yesterday morning. She 
got along finely with the Bradley in com- 
pany until after noon when -the vessels separ- 
ated and soonthe captain of the Sherman 
found that in the thick snow storm she was 


close ashore. He attempted to come about to 
clear South Point, but was driven hard on a 
rock beach. Seeing that the schooner was 
lost, the crew took tothe boat. While going 
ashore the mainmast fell across the boat 
without injuring any one, though when the 
shore was reached the captain was dashed 
against thervcks and badly stunned, but was 
pulle d ashore by the others.

FRANCKLYN’S FAILURE, 


erh Cattle Business. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcn. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo,, October 24.—‘‘If Charlies | 


G. Francklyn’s other enterprises in which he 
invested money for Sir Bache Cunard turned 


, OUtas did his ventures in the cattle business, 


iL is no wonder thet he has lost all the money 
intrusted to him,’’ said F. L. Underwood, a 
prominent capitalist of this city to-day. ‘‘The 
cattle venture to which [ refer was the Franck- 
lyn Land and Cattle Company. The enterprise 
was orig pally promoted by B. B. Groome of 
hentucky, who bad made a bad failure in the 
short-horn business in Kentucky, but never- 


Cattle Company (limited) of London. This was 
also a dCisustrous failure, but it attracted 


Francklyn’s attention. Groome worked on 
him very skillfuly and soon had bim inter- 
ested in the range cattle business. They 
bou ht some 6,000 acres inthe Panbandle of 
Texas, on the high plains south of the Cana- 
dian River, and feneed in the enormous pas- 
ture. They then bought soine 60,000. head of 
cattle from Harrold jrothers & Co., for which 
they paid between a million and a quarter ond 
& million and ome-half dollars. The enttle 
were driven into the pastures of the Francklyn 


Company ‘in 1888 or JIss4. The lands were 
bought for one-sixth cash, the belance 
to he paid in annual installinents, 
running for #a perlod of years and the} 


Junds made subject tothe payments. The cat- 
tle were mortguged to secure a large issue of 
bonds which Francklyn found it necessary to 
use. The business, from the start, Was run at 
iu large loss, and when in 1856, payments began 
to be made very siowly, the directors made in- 
quiries and a round-up was had. Thenit was 
iound that but 6,000 head were on the ranch 
When the tallies called for 40,000. What had 


become of the rest no one could ever tell, not 
even Francklyn himself. But little was 
ever known bere of the business of 
the company,’’ Continued Mr. Under- 
wood. ‘'Men of means feaund it convenient 
to keep aloof from the concern and practical 


cattic men always maintained that the busi- 
ness conducted by Francklyn & Groome was 
being done ata loss, asno true management 
was visible anywhere. The result justified 
their opinion, and it was always supposed that 
the Cunards were furnishing money for the 
entérprise.’’

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE VALLIANT LAYS DOWN THE LAW FOR 
THE RECONSTRUCTION TAX-PAYERS.

A Gentleman on Fourth Street Presents a 
Grievance Which Is Disposed Of on De- 
murrer—Failure of a Cigar-Dealer—The 
Old story of Giving a Note to Help Out 
a Friend, With Variations—News and 
Notes Under the Dome. 


Judge Valliant rendered an important de- 
cision to-day in the case of Horn against the 
City, which affects property-owners. This was 
asuitin equity to enjoin the collection ofa 
special tax-bill issued for work done in the re- 
construction of Fourth street and to correct 
the assessment under which the tax-bill 
was issued so as to include otber prop- 
erty which the petition alleged was liable 
to the assessment, and was improperly 
omitted, so that the property of the plaintiff 
was made to bear more than its just share of 
the cost of reconstruction. A special tax bill 
issued in pursuance of law for street improve- 
ment is alien upon the property charged, and 
is prima facie evidence of its truth. A 
special tax-bill that is issued against property 
which is not atall subject to assessment be- 
comes a cloud on the owner’s title, and he has 
the right to come to a court of — to re- 
move the cloud. 

But if the property is 
the assessment, and the tax-bill has 
been issued for a greater amount 
against it than its just proportion, 


the tax-bill Is not for that reason wholly 
illegal. The just amount may be ascertained 
by the court at ite trial. When aspecial tax- 
bill is issued for a greater amount than is due 
the owner of the property may if be choose 
wait untilheis sued at law on the Dill and 
then make the defense that it is 
excessive,or he may without waiting to be sued 
zo into a court ofe quity andtenderthe amount 
that he acknowledges to be due and ask to 
have the special tux-bill cancelled and the 
cloud to his title removed. 

But he cannot come 
of equity admitting that he owes 
the defendants something and ask 
to have them resirained from asserting their 
demand foralarver amount without first ten- 
dering the amount admitted tobedue. ‘‘He- 
who seeke equity must do equity.’’ The de- 
murrer to the petition is sustained,

The evidence showed beyond doubt that his 
agent, who bought the note for him, was well 
aware of the true situation of affairs, and he 
knew that Mollie Barnum had received noth- 
ing forit. She did not deceive or mislead the 
agent or the plaintiff himself. There is no 
estoppel in such a case _ There will be judg- 
ment for the defendant. 


No Pilea in Bar. 


Judge Valliant to-day sustained a demurrer 
in the case of Busch vs. Haeussier. The value 
ota life policy may be shown in evidence un- 
der the plea thatthe plaintiff? is not damaged 
to the extent alleged, Dnt it cannot be made a 
plea in bar to the pl aintiff's action where, as 
it is averred in the answer, it was taken by the 

laintiff only as additional security against 
oss. The demurrer must be sustained.

that if placed in the institution she would only 
do worse when she came out, As 
she will be of age on December 2, 
she can only be kept in the institution 
two months. At the time of her arrest the 
whole heuse was raided. This morning the 
other Inmates were all up before Judge Cady, 
Alva Edison, alias Wilson, the proprietress, 
being charged with sa T- a disreputable 
house, and Bertha, or Birdie Gaivin, Minnie 
Wilson, Claudie Lewis and Frankie C layton 
being charged with being inmates. The case 
aganst the Galvin woman was nolle prose- 
quired because of services she has rendered 
the Police department. Alva Edison was fined 
$50, and the other women $10 each. 

TOM GOABOUT IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 

Thomas Goabout, the negro chicken-thief, 
isagainintrouble. It seems lwpossible for 
him to keep outof it. As soon as he ts re- 
leased from the Work-house after serving a 
term, some old judgment is flashed up against 
him and he fs returned there again. When old 
judgments give out aguinst him the police ar- 
rest him on suspicion of committing some of- 
fense, and if he proves to be the wrong party 
they let him off on a plea of guilty to vagrancy 
and give bim hours to leave town. Of course 
Tom does not leave. He would rather livein 
the Work-house in St. Louis than ina palace 
elsewhere. ‘The result is that Tor is soon 
back in the Work-house. A few tonths ago 
he was cut almost to death by a white man, 
and because he failed to die In the Hospital he 
was sent tothe Work-house on general prin- 
ciples as soon as he got well, The other day 
he was released aud last night he got into a 
fight witha white man named Thomas Dae 
gun in @ grocery and saloon on MeKensgie 
avenue and Hickory street. Deegnan drew a 
knife and hacked Thomas up ve badly. 
Both were arrested for disturbing * the 
peace, Goabout having his injuries 
dressed at the City Dispensary before bein 
locked up. This morning it was discover 
that there was an old stay of $100 avainst God- 
bout. He was asked why he had not left the 
city. He might have answered that he had 
beenin the Work-house s0 constantly ever 
since that he had no opportunity to do so, but 
dia not. 

‘*I did not leave the city, your Honor,’’ he 
said, ‘‘because 1 was told by the Chief of Po- 
lice that it would be allright if 1 would go to 
work.’ 

‘*‘Then I'l make It all richt for you, Tom,’’ 
said the Court. ‘‘I will give you work. Let 
the execution issue."’ 

The cases of disturbing the peace against 
him and Deegan went over until to-morrow.
